The, Grace shooting mystery took a 
startling turn yesterdag when it was 
learned that John W. Moore, leading 
counsel in the defense of Mrs. Daisy 
E. Grace, had engaged two of the 
shrewdest private detectives in the 
south to gatherevidenceto substantiate 
the charge that Grace was shot by a 
person other than his wife. The case 
has narrowed down to a keen battle of 
wite between the lawyers on both 
sides, and when the accused woman 
reaches Atlanta Sunday night new 
features will develop thick and fast. 

“We have an array of evidence 
which will not only show that Mrs. 
Grace gid not fire the shot into her 
husband's body, but will also produce 
witnesses which will give the case an 
entirely different aspect,” said Attor- 
ney Moore Friday. “We have been too 
busily engaged securing the release 
of our client to work up this evidence, 
but now that she is free, we are going 
to leave no stone unturned to bring 
about her vindication. Mrs. Grace wili 
be able to asstst us to a greater ex- 
tent. now that she is out on baiil.’’ 


Examining House of Mystery. 


Asked as to the employment of de- 
tectives by the defense, Attorney 
Moore smiled. “Where diq you find 
that out?” he asked. When given the 
source of The Constitution’s informa- 
tion he scowled and refused io affirm 
or deny the truth of the story. Along 
these lines the defense is working 
with the greatest secrecy. The house 
in Eleventh street where Grace was 
found has been placed under scrutiny. 
There has not been a nrinnte during 
the day or night that the penetrating 
eye of a detective has not been focused 
on it. People in the neighborhood 
have called the attention of the local 
police to strange m loitering about 
the house, but whe%?.Chief Lanford’s 
men reach the scene the prowlers dis- 
appear. 

The latest developments in the case 
indicate that the “mysterious third 
person,” first mentioneg by Mrs. Grace, 
will be the strongest bit of evidence 
at the preliminary trial, Attorney La- 
mar Hill, one of the prosecution, 
Stated that no steps were taken Fri- 
day to secure an indictment against 
Mrs. Grace. 

“The case has taken no new turn, 
insofar aS we are concerned,’’ he re- 
plied. “We have done nothing and 
are now awaiting gevelopments.”’ 

“Do you still adhere to the belief 
that Mrs. Grace will not return?’ he 
was asked. 

“When I said that I did not think 
Mrs. Grace would” return I was 
merely expressing an opinion. How- 
ever, from what I have gathereq from 
the press dispatches it looks as 
though ghe will return.”

ANOTHER WOMAN IN CASE 
BELIEF IN PHILADELPHIA 


Report That Mrs. Grace Had 
Declared She Would Let the 
World Know All About the 
Other Woman at Trial, Is 
Denied by Wife of Wounded 
Man.

Philadeiphia, Pa., March 2.—( Spe- 
cial. )\—“There ts another woman in- 
volveadift the case, arid if I am brought 
to trial the whole world will know all 
about her. I will tell the whole mis- 
erable story on the stand. If I am 
not brought to trial, I may tell all 
about the other woman whenlI return 
to Atlanta.” 

This statement from Mrs. Daisy 
Grace was published this morning in 
several New York newspapers. Itsold 
rapidly on the streets of Philadelphia, 
and created a sensation. Mrs. Grace, 
when shown the printed interview, de- 
nied it in whole. 

The New York paperg describe the 
second woman in the casé as being a 
petite blonde, and well known both in 
Philadeiphia and Atlanta society. 

Another Woman Theory, 

Philadelphia detectives and newspa- 
per men expresstheir belief that there 
is another woman in the shooting. On 
the strength of this, many have offered 
to go to Atlante and testify in Mrs. 
Grace's behalf. Sentiment here is ex- 
ceptionally strong for the accused

woman. Many of her looal friends have 


endeavored to see her, braying the 
sleet and storm of Thursday to vet to 
her house. None, however, was al- 
lowe dto enterthe door on the orders 
of Mr. Branch. 

Two Pinkerton detectives are shad- 
owing Mrs. Grace through the streets 
of Philadelphia. It is reported that 
their instructions come from officials 
in Atlanta. They are working on 
twelve-hour shifts, and one remained 
on guard ail Thursday night near Mrs. 
Ulrich’s home, where Mrs. Grace was 
sleeping. When seen this morning by 
The Constitution’s staff representa- 
tive, they were astonished that they 
had been discovered. They would not 
tell for whom they were working. 

“I believe Mrs. Grace will escape,” 
said one. “It is reported that she has 
secured tickets to Italy and will leave 
as soon as possible.” 

Follow Mra. Grace Everywhere. 

They followed Mrs. Grace every- 
where she went. A taxicab was at 
their command, and they broke speed 
laws and road regulationg when their 
quarry rode on the elevated. 

Mrs. Grace was up bright and early 
this morning. About noon she joined 
Mr. Branch on a shoppingtrip uptown 
and purchased a handsome spring hat. 
It becomes her perfeotly. 

She and her attorney have had much 
trouble in evading Philadelphia re 
porters. Exwerywhere she goes she is 
surrounded by them. 

The leading Phifidelphia papers will 
send staff men to Atlanta to cover her 
trial. Several New York reporters are 
in the city endeavoring to interview 
her, but go far haev been unsuccessful. 

Mrs. Grace probably will leave Phil- 
adelphia Saturday morning. She is 
anxious to get back home, and-is ex- 
tremely nervous throughout her stay 
here. She expresses a decided prefer- 
ence for Atlanta, and is determined to 
locate there permanently. 

Newsboys Quarrel About Case. 

A decidedly unusual incident oc- 
curred this morning while she was 
shopping. Just as she left the Wanna- 
maker store, at Chestnut and Thir- 
teenth streets, two newsboys engaged 
in a quarrel. 

“Don't you believe she’s innocent?’ 
she heard one of the newsies say.

The always-interesting Herald’s memory is defective, else it 
would hardly, with consistency, hinge a present complaint against 
The Constitution for taking its democracy out of the “same bottle” 
with Mr, Watson. Only a year or so ago The Herald was absorbing 
its demoer&cy straight from Mr, Watson’s bottle, tindiluted and 
without the suggestion of a “chaser.” Why it should so suddenly 
spurn that source of nourishment constitutes one of those little 
mysteries that enhance the piquancy of politics. 

That to one side. The Constitution cheerfully welcomes the aid 

of Mr. Hearst and Mr. Watson for the reason that these two are 
espousing the cause of the people, as against the deliberate attempt 
of the democratic state executive committee to deprive them of their 
constitutional rights in the approaching presidential primary. The 
contest in Georgia is between Oscar Underwood and Woodrow 
Wilson. In the name of the latter candidate the committee has 
concocted rules for the primary and the ensuing convention that 
squarely and without excuse invade the spirit of the immemorial 
constitutional guarantees of representation and expression accord- 
ed the smaller counties in Georgia—making it possible, were not 
Wilson sentiment dying in the cities also, for ten of the large coun- 
ties to absolutely nullify the political rights and the sentiment of 
the other 136. 

The preservation of the fundamental principles of popular gov- 
ernment, here directly menaced, The Constitution considers as of 
paramount importance, The initiative is what The Herald regards 
as a “line-up” comes no more from The Constitution to Mr. Watson, 
than from Mr. Watson to The Constitution, or Mr. Hearst to either. 
It is simply the involuntary coming together of elements determined

Of unusual interest to lawyers and Atlantans generally interest- 
ed in the reform of judicial procedure will be the address of Chief 
Justice Harry Olson, of the municipal court of Chicago, at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon in the city council chamber.

The glut of the 
petty criminal dockets in that city, overlapping jurisdiction and 1n- 
efficiency of justice court methods to meet the situation, caused a 
general demand for reform. The municipal court was the remedy 
chosen. Under its operation not only has the administration of jus- 
tice taken on a new smoothness, but the city has been saved large 
sums in eliminating the duplication of judicial functions.

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COAL COMMITTEE. 
STILL IN SESSION 


Strike of 200,000 Bituminous 
Miners Depends Largely 
on Its Deliberations. 


Cleveland, Ohio, March 22.—Negotia- | 


tions between: the 200,000 miners in 
the bituminous coal flelds of western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio. Indiana and Illi- 
nois and the operators for an adjust- 
ment of wage differences late tonight 
were postponed until next Tuesday. 

Two compromise offers by the opera- 
tors were voted down by ‘the miners, 
These offers were: 

That the present wage and working 
scale be continued for tWo years after 
its expiration on April! 1, 

That there be no suspension of the 
mines on any account, 

The miners had asked for a 10 per 
cent increase in pay and a shortening 
of working hours. As against this the 
operators had asked that the wage 
scale be eut down 10 per cent. 

Indications that there would be no 
immediate settlement were shown in 
the afternoon, when a subcommittee, 
composed of eight. miners and eight 
ope2rators, »Xegwan considering a com- 
promise which they were to report 
back to the full conference. 

The full conference, composed of six- 
ty-four members, for two days had 
heard the demands of the miners for a 
10 per cent increase and a reduction 
of a day’s working hours from eight 
to seven, with five hours on Saturdays, 
and had failed to agree. 

The whole dispute then had been re- 
ferred to the subcommittee. 

When the subcommittee met the 
miners renewed their demands. John 
P. White, president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, told tne commit- 
tee: 

“Conditions are 
miners of this country 
their present pay, live as they ought 
to hive. They are not on a par witna 
other labor,-and we will not continue 
to work after April 1 with our present 
pay and long working hours, If our 
demands are granted, we will go rignt 
on without a suspension; if they are 
denied or meditied, we will suspend,” 

The eight operators replied that the 
demands altogether would cause a 20 
per cent increase in the payroll, and 
that this increase was not warranted 
ty the present earning power of mines,

March 22.—Rioting 
broke out between union and non- 
union longshoremen in the negro sec- 
tion of this city today, in which sev- 
eral shots were fired.

ATLANTA'S STRIDES, DAY BY DAY 


ALL THE NEWS OF REAL 
ESTATE AND BUILDING 


The committee of the Atlanta Real 
Estate Men’s Association, which was 
appointed about six weeks ago to look 
into the matter of establishing a real 

ate exchange in Atlanta in connec- 
"7on with the association, is now gath- 
ering data on the exchanges of other 
cities and the success with which such 
exchanges have met. It is the hope 
of the committee to:-work out an [deal 
Plan from these reports for the At- 
lanta exchange. 

The idea of an exchange for At- 
lanta is meeting with popular approv- 
al among real estate men, provided a 
feasible plan can be hit upon, and it 
is the Opinion of members of the com- 
mittee that such a plan can be worked 
out. Cliff Ansley, chairman of this 
committee, is out of town at present, 
but the committee will have its re- 
port in shape for the next meeting of 
the association. 

S. B. Turman, a member of the ex- 
change committee, said Friday tnat he 
expected to see the plan go through, 
and that the fact that a former at- 
tempt to establish an exchange here 
failed would have no effect upon the 
present plan. 

It is the opinion of many that the 
failure of the former plan will aid 
in the permanent establishment of the 
exchange, which is now being planned, 
both because the shortcomings of the 
old exchange are already Known and 
can be avoided this time, and because 
the real estate market of Atlanta is 
now in better position to support an 
exchange than ever before. 

To the association is largely due 
this latter condition. Since its per- 
manent establishment there has been 
more co-operation among the real 
estate men than has ever been known 
in the history of Atlanta real estate. 
Whereas, several years ago there was 
little, if any co-operation among real 
estate men, now a split commission is 
no “uncommon thing, and it t!s be- 
coming rapidly more frequent, thus 
paving the way for the exchange.

LIBERTY IN CHINA 
FOR CHRISTIANS 


President Yuan Promises Free- 
dom .of Worship Under 


New Government. 


Boston. 


Mass., March 22.—<Confirma- 
tion of a C 


cablegram announcing that 
Christians are to enjoy liberty* and 
freedom in China under the republic 
was received today -by the American 
board of commissioners for foreign 
missions from Rev. Harry S. Martin, 
the board's agent at Pekin. 

Soon after the edict of abdication 
was announced Mr. Martin wrote the 
native pastors of the Protestant 
churches in ‘Pekin, planned g union 
thanksgiving service and four native 
preachers, representing Presbyterian, 
Methodist and Congregational mis- 
sions, called on President Yuan and 
invited him to be present. 

These native preachers were re- 
ceived by Yuan‘ with all the honors ac- 
corded foreign diplomats. The presi- 
dent told him that under the new re- 
Sime they might expect perfeet free- 
dom of worship and he intimated that ! 
so far as he understood the principles 
of Christianity they represented were 
What he was striving for in the new 
government. He was unable to accept 
their invitation in person, but he 
promised to send a representative to 
carry his message to the Christian 
church. 

In the message President Yuan re- 
ferred to the difficulties the Chris- 
tian missionaries had encountered in 
China. He said that for the first time 
in Chinese history a precedent for re- 
ligious liberty had been established, 

Trouble at Kwang Si. 

Hong Kong, March 22.—Trouble is 
brewing among sections of the popula- 
tion in the province of Kwang Si. An 
outbreak may occur at any moment, 
according to reports received here. 

During the fighting at Swatow the 
Standarg Oil tanks and warehouses 
were struck frequently by stray bul- 
lets. The Standard Oil Company, 
which. has its headquarters here, has 
put in a claim for 1,000,000 taels 
(about $700,000) for damage done to 
this property during the fighting. 

The commander of the United States 
monitor Monterey, when it was report- 
ed to him that the American property 
had been damaged at Swatowy landed 
a party of men. He informeg the 
leaders of the Chinese troops that he 
did not wish to dictate to them where 
they should fight battles between 
themselves in,.thetr own country, but 
informed them that he was prepared 
to protect American property. 

The Chinese promised him that they 
would put a stop to the burning and 
looting.

HABEAS CORPUS 


J. Wesley Glasgow Seeks to 
Escape From Federal — 
Prison. 


J. Wesley Glasgow, now serving a 
fifteen months term in the Atlanta 
federal prison, having been sent up 
from Wilmington, Del, is now seeking 
his freedonf through Judge Newman, 
of the United States court, by the 
habeas corpus route. 

Glasgow's petition was tLrought to 
Judge Newman’s attention in open 
court yesterday morning by Judge 
John C. Woy, a leading attorney of 
Delaware, who represented Glasgow 
when he was convicted and sentence 
Was passed upon him by Judge Brad- 
ford, of the federal district court in 
that state. The proceedings are in 
the form gf a habeas corpus. writ 
against William H. Moyer, warden of 
the federal penitentiary. 

Glasgow was charged with sending 
through the mail books interdicted by 
the postal laws, the charge being made 
that the publications were obscene. 
The exhibits carried full pages 
Wilmington newspapers describing 
scenes at whipping posts in Delaware 
where flogging a prisoner is a form 
of punishment to show jhat brutal 
methods are used in court judgments 
in that state. 

Other exhibits attempt to show that 
his -sentence was too severe, if any 
sentence could have been right with- 
in itself. In the batch of papers were 
affidavits that the convict had not 
been allowed to confer with his at- 
torney; that everything he had was 
taken from him upon his arrest—even 
thee clothing he ‘was wearing being 
replaced by a prison garb at the work- 
house in which he was confined. Ex- 
hibits also declare that the books 
Which Glasgow was selling were not 
of the character alleged by the govy- 
ernment, but that they Were of a 
high classic order to which an army 
surgeon was willing to testify had the 
presiding judge not refused to hear 
him, 

Judge Newman disposed temporaril- 
ly of the matter by directing the con- 
vict’s attorney and the district attor- 
ney’s office to submit in writing to 
him for consideration their respective 
¢ontentions:- with the facts and laws 
obtaining.
